REMARKS 

The applicant respectfully requests entry of the foregoing amendment, reconsideration of 
claims 54, 58-83 and 85-105 in view of the amendment, and consideration of new 
claims 106-1 14. The indications that the recently filed terminal disclaimer has been accepted, 
that claims 57, 81 and 84 contain patentable subject matter, and that claims 95-105 are allowed, 
are noted and appreciated. 

Claim 54 has been amended to incorporate the subject matter of previous claims 56 and 
57, and thus is equivalent to claim 57 rewritten in independent form. Accordingly, it is 
submitted that claim 54 is in condition for allowance. 

Claims 58-82 depend on claim 54, and are allowable along with claim 54. 

Claim 83 has been amended to incorporate the subject matter of previous claim 84, and 
thus is equivalent to claim 84 rewritten in independent form. It is submitted that claim 83 is in 
condition for allowance. 

Claims 85-94 depend on claim 83, and are patentable along with claim 83. 

New claim 106 incorporates the subject matter of claims 54 and 81 as constituted prior to 
the present amendment, and thus is equivalent to claim 81 rewritten in independent form. 
Accordingly, it is submitted that claim 106 is in condition for allowance. 

Claims 107-1 14 depend on claim 106 and are allowable along with claim 106. 

It is submitted that the foregoing amendment does not introduce new matter, and places 
the claims in condition for allowance, in that independent claims 54, 83 and new claim 106, 
along with presently allowed claim 95, incorporate subject matter patentable over the prior art of 
record. 
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Therefore, the applicant respectfully requests entry of the foregoing amendment and 
allowance of claims 54, 58-83, and 85-1 14.
